expect their leaders to point out rcnl 
danger and keep them out of com- 
plete disaster.

"We have not believed that perfec- 


tion could be obtained overnight, be- 
cause we were aware of the vast com- 
plexities of the problem with which 
w had to deal. 


"We did have the right, and I assert 


here with all the seriousness and sin- 
cerity I can command, that we have 
the right today, to expect something 
more than petty criticism from those 
so-called leaders who have offered no 
program worthy of the name, those 
who appeared indif'frcnt to the trag- 
edy of men, women nnd children vis- 
ible on every side of them. They may 
think it is good Americanism for them 
to talk a lot of stuff and 
nonsense 


about ours being n program of state 
socialism. 


"They forget, or seem to forget, that 


their policies of indecision and indirec- 
tion and of limidncss were doing more 
than anything else to encourage rad- 
icalism and soap-box oratory in this 
country."

Doctors at first called his 
illness cerebral hemorrhage, but later 
revised the diagnosis to uremic coma. 


A Democrat in politics, a cowboy for 


the love of it and a millionaire in 
lauds and cattle, Kendrick often was 
called the most popular man in Wy- 
oming.

where he was concerned and from 
all over the state his constituents, Re- 
publican and Democratic alike, sup- 
ported him. 


During his later years in the Senate 


he worked tirelessly for the Casper- 
Alcovii project, $23,000,000 reclamation 
undertaking which finally was ap- 
proved this summer by the Public 
Works Administration. 
The project 


is under way now and Wyoming looks 
on that as the crowning achievement 
of Kendrick s career.

They told the president they feared

The 
president told them in that case lie 
would ask Senator Wapner, chairman 
of the National Labor Board, to hold 
the elections at the earliest possible 
moment. 


The elections were called for in an 


agreement negotiated by the president 
with steel company owners of the 
mines and the United Mine Workers 
of America. 


Hugh S. Johnson, the recovery ad- 


ministrator, said the miners estimated 
all their strikers would be back at 
work by Wednesday. Johnson said 
the miners, including Martin Ryan, 
strike leader, "feared there wouldn't 
he supervision of elections and that 
someone would run 'ringers' in on 
them."

Football fans who have ' seen a 


fighting, rampaging Bobcat team in 
its last three games, looked on a 
dull and sluggish eleven Friday night. 


Coach Teddy Jones' elusive hall- 


backs, ordinarily packing dynamite in 
their running, driving and blocking, 
were slow and unable to get going. 


Bobcat football fans and supporters, 


caught unbraced for the shock, were 
dazed when Waldo came back as the 
second half started and quickly scor- 
ed two touchdowns, taking the lead, 
13 to 6. 


Scoreless First Period 


The first quarter was scoreless, Hope 


Hope losing two chances to score. 
Twice the Bobcats were on Waldo's 
two-yard line, but were unable to 
score. Waldo failed to register 
a 


first down, while Hope made five be- 
fore the first quarter ended. 


Early in the second quarter Hope 


worked the ball to wthin scoring dis- 
tance on runs by Turner, Brown and 
Hargis. On the 10-yard line Brown 
fumbled, Waldo recovering. 


The visitors tried three thrusts at 


the line and then attempted to punt. 
Drake broke through the line, block- 
ing the ki'Juand recovering for Hope 
and the Waldo 3-yard line. Chamber- 
lain, Hope center, was off-side, and 
the play was no good. On the next 
play Waldo punted out of danger.

Just to know 
she is there, .if'they are lonely she 
might even do to stay with and talk 
to. If there is. anything they need, 
any permission' to get, the oracle of all 
love is there to speak. 


There isn't any doubt that children 


like to, have mother handy for pretty 
selfish reasons-usiially. We want our 
loved ones on deihand. 


Attitude of Mothers 


It does not folio wthat the opposite 


is desirable either—for a mother to 
be absent day after day on this busi- 
ness and that when the children utter 
their call. 


In its way this is ikely to do dam- 


age too. It is necessary for a child 
to feel that he counts enough with his 
mother for her to anticipate his home- 
coming with pleasure. 


I hold no brief for the lady who 


habitually puts her shopping, her club

MEMPHIS. Tenn.—(/PI—An authori- 


tative source close to the Hardwood

Thursday night that "A Memphis man- 
ufacturer with mills in other sec- 
tions." had violated provisions of the 
lumber code and had been ordered to 
pay employes $24,000 in back pay by 
Friday night or face criminal prose- 
cution.

structions" had been given 
by the 


president of the company to work em- 
ployes more than 40 hours a week and 
o falsify rccortls to make it appear

:ime. The workers also had not been 
paid in full for the hours they work- 
ed and the S24.000 was in compensa- 
tiontion. Plants of the company were 
iccused of operating 11 hours a day. 
six days a week instead of eight hours 
'or five days.

institute, code enforcement agency in 
the Southern and Appalachian dis- 
tricts. As a penalty, the company will 
ae required to reduce its excess opera- 
tions from its November allocation.

Every new religion or every new 


phase or manifestation of an old re- 
ligion, brings its problems and its 
controversies. 


What is the relation of the new to 


the old? How much of the old should 
survive in the new outlook and ex- 
perience? How can the substance and 
reality of all that was good in the old 
religion be perserved unless one lays 
stress upon the symbols and forms in 
which that religion expressed itself? 


Again and again these issues arise 


in all movements of religion. In fact, 
it is interesting to see the extent to 
which they arise in all movements of 
conviction, and of a progressive na- 
ture, without regard to their essential- 
ly religious character. 


Socialists and. Communists of today 


quarrel about matters of definition 
and interpretation and programs of 
action in very much the same way that 
early Christian sects, and later denom- 
inations, have contended in controver- 
sy over the orthodox view and the 
orthodox way.

Wilson_File Suit 


Son, Daughters Object to 


Passing of Estate to 


Another Woman 


OSCEOLA, Ark.—An appeal to cjr- 


cuit court from the county court or- 
der probating the will of R. E. Lee 
Wilson, wealthy planter of Wilson, 
this county, was filed with the county 
clerk here Thursday by R. E. Lee 
Wilson Jr.. Victoria Wilson Wesson 
and Marie Wilson Howell, children of 
the capitalist, who allege that at the 
time the will was made and signed 
their father was of unsound mind and 
that he was unduly influenced by Mrs. 
Helen May Vaughn. 


Mrs. Vaughn is the chief beneficiary 


under terms of the late planter's will. 
She was given in fee simple Mr, Wil- 
son's Hot Springs estate of approxi- 
mately 45 acres, including the resi- 
dence, live stock, automobile and all 
personal and domestic effects; was 
made the beneficiary of a $100,000 trust 
estate created from the proceeds of 
nine life insurance policies, and be- 
queathed a monthly income of $250 
to be derived from other assets of Mr. 
Wilson's estate during the 12 months 
immediately following his death and 
before the trust estate should become 
productive. 


Terms of the will designate the 


Union and Planters Bank and Trust 
Company of Memphis as trustees for 
the estate, which is to be administer- 
ed as trust until the beneficiary's chil- 
dren, Albert and Fletcher 
Vaughn, 


reach the age of 25 when the trust 
is to be dissolved and Mrs. Vaughn 
is to become owner of the body of the 
property. The children are said to be 
four and six years old, respectively. 


The will, which bequeathcr $10 to 


each of Mr. Wilson's three children 
with the explanation that he consider- 
ed money previously expended by him 
in their behalf to constitute "just and 
liberal treatment at my hands," was 
made at Hot Springs a short time be- 
fore Mr. WiLson's removal to the Mem- 
phis hospital where he died and was 
witnessed by four Hot Springs resi- 
dents, Charles E. Garrett and King 
Wade, 'both physicians, John F. Manier 
and Jiirnes C. Cameron.
